“Furthermore,” tbe statement said, “the technical knowledge 
of the two officers did not substantiate the cover stories for their 
, activities.” 

The “allegations that United States authorities tried to enlist 
Lt. Sedov and Lt. Schulkin for service against the Red Army 
and the USSR are incorrect,” the Army said, referring to an inter- 
view with the two officers published Saturday in the Soviet- 
controlled Berliner Zeitung. 

It was noted that the interview came three days after Capt. 
Harold Cobin and Lt. George Wyatt, held incommunicado by the 
Russians for 27 days, charged in statements to the press that 
the Russians accused them of spying and questioned them closely. 

The Berliner. Zeitung quoted the officers as telling this story: 

“On June 14 we were riding in a private car from Potsdam 
to Berlin. Near Wannsee, a suburb in the American sector, we 
were suddenly attacked by eight American military policemen 
with their machine pistols, who forced us to raise our hands and 
delivered us in an American car into the Wansee prison. 

“In this condition we had to remain 20 minutes while our 
personal belongings were searched. Then our military papers, 
watches and other personal belongings were taken away. 

“The next day we were flown to Frankfurt and immediately 
to another prison, where we stayed about 34 days. During this 
time we were treated like criminals, fingerprinted and photo- 
graphed with prison numbers on our breasts. We were inter- 
rogated twice daily and each time charged with espionage in a 
very rude manner but without success. We denied these unrea- 
sonable accusations. 

“We were also asked questions about the Red Army to find 
out details of its condition. Above all, attempts were made dur- 
ing the interrogations to force Lt. Schulkin to betray his country 
and become an American citizen. After these attempts proved 
fruitless, the American military authorities were forced to release 
us to Soviet authorities.”

SORRY HE ‘BUSTED UP GOOD PLANE’ 


PITTSBURGH; Aug. 3—(INS)—Maj. Leonard Weihrdt—be- 
lieved to be the only pilot ever to crash-land a plane at the 
terrific speed of 400 miles an hour and live—apologized Satur- 
day for “busting up a good airplane.” 

The crash occurred Friday during an Army air show at the 
Greater Pittsburgh Airport before an estimated 20,000 spectators. 

“It probably gave all those people the wrong idea about fly- 
ing,” the 28-year-old pilot from Portland, Ore., said sadly. 
“I really feel sorry about it.” 

The major, who has 2,600 flying hours and 104 combat mis- 
sions to his credit, said his jet-propelled P-80 “Shooting Star” 
developed engine trouble while he was circling the field prior 
to staging a “real buzz job.” 

The plane slid along the mile-long concrete runway and 
plowed through another mile of brush and trees before coming 
to a stop.

DENVER, Aug. 3—(UP)—The 
majority of white persons in the 
United States think the Negroes 
are treated fairly, but most Ne. 
Rroes think they are not, the Na- 
tional Opinion Research Center 
reported Saturday. 

A cross-section survey of the 
American public found 66 perT 
cent of the white people with the 
belief that Negroes in America 
were getting a “square deal.” Of 
the Negroes contacted in the poll, 
28 per cent thought their race 
was treated fairly.

Wallace yees 
U. S. Entering 
Boom-BustEra 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3—(?)— 
Secretary of Commerce Henry A. 
Wallace said Saturday the Nation 
already is bound on a “boom and 
bust” economic ride and present- 
day full employment can’t last 
long. 

He conceded that the post-war 
goal outlined in his book “Sixty 
Millian Jobs” is now achieved nu- 
merically, but he said it is due to 
inflationary pressure and has none 


of the stability he advocated for 


an enduring prosperity. 

Wallace said the United States 
fis well along the inflationary road 
it traveled after World War I 
though he felt sure that careful 
planning could cushion the shock 
he feels is coming. 


“I feel that the bust following | 


the boom will not be as bad as 
some economists think,” the for- 
mer Vice President declared. 


This is what Wallace 
ahead: 

1. Temporary “boom of consid- 
erable proportions, lasting maybe 
a year or even two years,” with 
steadily rising employment, prices, 
inventories and plant investment. 

2. An inevitable “bust” or re- 
adjustment, with declining em- 
ployment, production and purchas- 
ing power. 

3. A period of the kind “some 
people like to think of as normal,” 
but with purchasing power and 
demand for goods weaker than he 
thinks they should be'and prices 
“favoring the stronger, more fa- 
vorably-situated industries.”

Highway 41 is a VU. S. Main 
Street. 

Stretching from Chicago to Mi- 
ami. it is one of the principal 
North-South arteries. 

In Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, feeder roads from 


the hinterlands of the Middle West | 
and the East pour thousands of | 


vehicles into the road. 

Most of them are tourists en 
route to Florida. They travel the 
road twice—South to Florida, 
North to their homes. x 

Georgia is the funnel through 
which al! of this traffic pours both 
North and South. 


The average count of tourist 
cars alone which travel a certain 
spot on Highway 41 in Georgia is 
11 cars per minute. This average 
is maintained for seven hours a 
day. 

These tourists are loaded down 
with money. In Florida, they'll 
spend close to 200 million: dollars. 

Most of these tourists pass 
through Georgia at mile-a-minute

Perry stops 
the tourist and when they stop, 
they not only spend money in the 
restaurants and hotels, but at fill- 
ing stations and in drug stores for 
tollet articles and medicines, in 
the stores for food and clothing, 
at the local Roxy Theater for 
amusement. Tourist money finds 
its way into every channel of com- 
merce in Perry. 

Perry built its tourist business 
on one thing—a good meal. For 
years the New Perry Hotel has 
been famous for the good food it 
served in its dining room—yjust 
plain good food, not fancy food. 

Good food started stopping the 
tourists and made Perry tourist 
conscious.

provisions of new legislation effective Oct. 1, A. J. Hartley, Director 
of the State Department of Public Welfare, estimated yesterday. 


The additional money will come 
to this State under a Congressional 
measure which provides for a par- 
tial two-thirds matching program 
for States with low per capita in- 
come. 

Under the new law, Federal re- 
fmbursement is given for two- 
thirds of the first $15 paid to the 
aged and blind-and for two-thirds 
of the first $9 paid for each de- 

ndent child, Hartley said. Bene- 

its above these amounts must be 

matched equally by the State gov- 
ernment up to a maximum pay- 
ment of $45. 

Hartley said his Department 
could not determine, at present, 
the new amounts which each re- 
cipient will receive, until interpre 
tations of the new law are fur- 
nished the Welfare Department by 
the proper Federal agency. 

However, he added that he had 
called a meeting of the State 
Board of Social Security for Aug. 
15 to consider proper application 
of the new funds. The Board will 
be asked to consider the present 
system which grants only 75 per- 
cent of an eligible pensioners’ 
budget. 

“This means that if a person is 
Sllowed a quart of milk in the 
making of his or her budget, he 
would receive only 75 percent of 
the purciuase price of the milk,” 
the Welfare Director explained. 
“This is neither fair nor proper, 
but has been sustained upon the 
basis of the State not having suffi- 
cient funds with which to pay 100 

recent of the individual budget.

On the basis of these figures, if 
a housewife turns over to the meat

American Fat Salvage Committee. 

Further, if it had not been for 
fat salvage, consumers would have 
either gotten 13° percent less 
soap in 1945, or the government 
would have had to divert food fats 
to the manufacture af soap. Dur- 
ing 1945, the statisticians say, sal- 
vaged household fat supplied 
ee fats to produce approxi- 
mately half of the toilet soap, all 
of the yellow bar soap, and about 
25 percent of the heavy-duty pack- 
aged laundry soap, or twice as 
much as was needed to produce 
the fine fabric pa@kaged soaps. 

All this in addition to the by- 
products of soap making, that help 
make paints, printers’ ink, fabrics, 
cellophane, electrical appliances, 
linoleum and hundreds more 
everyday necessities.

The spokesman agreed that this 
explanation conflicted with the 
New Delhi announcement, but he 
added that the London explana- 
tion was the correct one. 

“We will withdraw troops 
equivalent in number to those be- 
ing brought in from India,” he 
said. “This operation should be 
described as one of relief rather 
than reinforcement.” 

Asked if there would be any in- 
crease in the total number of 
troops in the Persian Gulf section 
leading to Southern Iran. the 
Epokesman said there would be 
oniy a “transitory one.” He did 
not say when withdrawal of 
troops, under the “relief’’ pro- 
gram, would begin. 

The Iranian Embassy in London 
said it was mystified by the re- 
ported movements and did not 
know any reason why additional 
troops should be sent to a point 
near the Iranian frontier. 

An India Office spokesman here 
explained that the troop move- 
ments were “purely precaution. 
ary.” He said there was no sug- 
gestion they would be used in the 
near future—or at all—unless “‘cir- 
cumstances demand it.” 

“The background, of course, is 
the disturbances last month,” he 
said, referring to the disputes in- 
volving Anglo-Iranian Oi] Com- 
pany properties and culminating 
in the death of 17 persons and the 
wounding of 150 others. 

The communique issued by the 
India Government in New Delhi 
said the troops had been sent to 
Iraq “in order that they may be 
at hand for protection, should, cir- 
cumstances demand it, of Indian, 
British and Arab lives, and in or 
der to safeguard Indian and Brit 
ish interests in South Persia.”’ 

. Saturday this sentence was add- 
ed to the communique: “There is 
no question of the troops going 
into Persia except in the case of 
a grave emergency, which it is 
hoped will not occur.”

During and since the war Eire’s 
national income has mounted 
steadily, climbing from $616,000,- 
000 in 1938 to $1,008,000,000 in 
1944. The agricultural price index 
figure of 202 in January, com- 
pared with 100 in 1938, was the 
highest in history. 

President Sean O’Kelly recently 
issued a white paper on what he 
called the “monetary phenom- 
enon” showing a decline of 18% 
percent, compared with 1938 fig- 
ures, in the consumption of goods 
other than foodstuffs. 

There was little change in the 
figures on consumption of food, 
tobacco and drink. 

Emigrants’ remittances did much 
to swell the national income and 
in 1944 totaled $54,000,000, com- 
pared with $12,000,000 in 1938. 

Another important source of in- 
come was peat and the increase in 
value of this commodity points up 
one of Ireland’s most critical 
shortages. 

Fuel supplies are too short for 
the railroads. A 200-mile trip to 
Cork frequently requires 10 to 12 
hours and, at times, passengers on 
board trains must get off and help 
gather wood to stoke the engine’s 
dying fires.

gia Tech Alumni Foundation, is 
now in the process of construction 
at the Westinghouse Electric lab- 
oratories in Pittsburgh.

A meeting of Southeastern pow- 
er company representatives is 
scheduled for Oct. 3 at Georgia 
Tech, at which time plans will be 
formulated to put the machine to 
its fullest use. Service will be 
furnished to power companies at 
cost, according to Cherry L, Emer- 
son, Dean of the Engineering 
School, 

The building in which the 
“brain” is to be placed is one of 
several additions to be made to 
the Research Building. It will cost 
approximately $150,000. The mon- 
ey was appropriated last week by | 
the Board of Regents from the $1.- 
000,000 a year which was made 
available by the State Legislature | 
to the University System of Geor- 
Ria 

The contract has been let to 
Thompson and Street, Inc., Con- 
tractors, of Charlotte, N. C. The 
building was designed by Bush- 
Brown, Gailey & Heffernan, Ar- 
chitects, of Atlanta. 

The potentialities of the “brain” 
are limitless. According to Georgia 
Tech scientists, it also may be em- 
ployed to figure out mechanical 
stress problems, as in aeroplane 
structures, vibration analyses and 
analyses of complicated building 
structures, It will be used, too, 
for the study of the transmission 
of sound and high frequency radio 
waves and their flow,

Hotels Hanging Out Signs 
_ First Time in Five Years

A phenomenon rarer than purple rain occurred in Atlanta last 


weekend. 


Hotels, which during the past five years have been bulging with 
guests, actually hung out their “vacancy” signs. 


“Yes, the situation is definitely 
easing off,” said Stephen R. Sty- 
ron, Executive Secretary of the At- 
lanta and Georgia Hotel Men’s As- 
sociation. “But we still haven't 
got to the point where a man can 


walk up to a hotel desk and be) 


sure of getting a room,” he warned, 

The Hotel Men's Association 
represents 18 of Atlanta’s 90 odd 
hotels, most of which are still do- 
ing a rushing trade. Unlike Wash- 
ington, D. C., where 3,000 vacant 
hotel rooms were reported for the 
week, Atlanta is still crowded, Sty- 
ron pointed out. 


SLOWER MONTHS 
Last week a few vacancies were 


attributed to a number of factors 
by the Hotel Association Execu- 
tive. Chief among them was the 
dearth of transient military per- 
gonnel. In addition, July and 
August usually are slower than 


other months of the year, and with | 


fewer conventions during the Sum- 
mer, a number of the 300 rooms 


get aside for conventioners have 
become available for travelers. 
Persons making reservations in 
advance have a much better 
chance of getting them now than 
at any other time since 1941, ac- 
cording to several hotel men here. 
With the shortage of homes and 
epartment buildings still acute in 
Atlanta, however, some persons 
are willing to pay $4 to $6 a day 
for months on end to keep a roof 
over their heads. Most hotels, in 
order to accommodate as many 
persons as possible, though, have 


had to limit occupancy in the ma- 
jority of cases to five days. 

The scramble for rooms is ex- 
pected to resume in September, 
but it will not be the knock-down- 
drag-out affair of the past. De- 
spite optimism of some hotel man- 
agers that, because Atlanta is the 
natural center of an expanding 
South, the boom will continue in- 
definitely, others believe they have 
seen the end in sight. 


“By this time next year, I'll be 


out, hat in hand, looking for busi- 
ness instead of sitting around 
turning it down,” one hotel head 
opined. 

“With Baltimore, Nashville, 
Jacksenville and Birmingham re- 
porting a slackoff in the hotel 
business, I’m kind of jittery At- 
lanta will be next,” he said. 

When the Hotel Men’s Associa- 
tion meets here next Thursday, a 
proposal will be made for the as- 
sociation to advertise in smaller 
rural newspapers that persons 
actually can get hotel rooms again. 


“We've got to get back the fami- 
ly trade, the businessmen and va- 
cationers who are scared to come 
here now because they think they 
will have fo sleep 10 in a bed,” 
another manager said.

WHOOPS! AND DOWN WE GO! 
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Fulton Police Now 
Exemplary Force 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 
The Fulton County Police Force is no longer a backward outfit, 
badly in need of reorganization and modernization. 
In fact, the county force is hardly recognizable as the same unit 
which drew fire two years ago from the Fulton County Grand Jury 


as being backward and inefficient. 


It has emerged in the- short 


space of two years as one of the most efficient law enforcement 
departments in the country, far more modern than the larger and 
more powerful City of Atlanta Police Department. 


This isn’t a boast by County 
Chief C. E. Mitchell or an admis- 
sion by Atlanta Chief M. A. Horns- 
by. It is simply a review of pres- 
ent records. 

To begin with, Mitchell has se- 
cured for his County officers a 
basic monthly salary of $240, 
while Atlanta patrolmen draw 


only $214 a month in base pay)‘:

NEW AUTOS, CYCLES 

Then Mitchell has managed to 
secure new automobiles and motor- 
cycles for his men. Hornsby thus 
far has been able to get new mo- 
torcycles, but he has only a hand- 
ful of new cars. Most of the City 
patrol cars are 1941 and 1942 mod- 
els and have been in use 24 hours 
a day during the years since their 
purchase. 

Both the City and County have 
men trained in photography and 
fingerprinting work. But there is 
the end for the city and just the 
beginning for the county. 

Mitchell has identification men 
trained in ballistics who are quali- 


fied to testify as experts in bullet | 


comparisons. City Council started 
the ball rolling for Atlanta two 
years ago by allocating $2,300 for 
the purchase of new identification 
equipment. Half the money went 
for a ballistics machine, but as yet 
no funds have been raised to train 
a man in ballistics and the ma- 
chine has never figured in a trial. 

Fulton County and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation make bal- 
listics comparisons for the city. 
NEW FILING SYSTEM 

Also in the county identification 
bureau, Mitchell is installing the 
IBM filing system modeled after 


the FBI methods in Washington. | 


He has purchased a machine which 
in a matter of minutes runs 
through the 200,000-odd records on 
file to quickly identify a wanted 
person either by his fingerprints 
or description. 

If a burglar leaves a fingerprint 
in a home or store, the machine 


is set to a reading of the print and 
the files start pouring through. All 
fingerprints similar to the one un.- 
der test drop out. 

In case of a robbery, the officers 
secure as accurate a description as 
possible of the bandit and then 
run the description file through 
the machine. All similar descrip- 
ons on file are sorted out. 
Atlanta is still using the same 


the files for fingerprint and de- 
scription comparisons that was in- 
stalled when the city identifica- 
tion bureau first was formed. 

In the matter of reports and 
records, the County is far ahead 
of the City. 

Atlanta policemen are _ using 
practically the same means of re- 
cording complaints and results of 
investigations that were in use at 
the turn of the century. Various 
forms have been changed from 
time to time, but the procedure re- 
mains virtually the same. 

Not so in the County. Mitchell 
has managed to secure the “Tele- 
cord” complaint and record sys- 
tem, which is hailed by the offi- 
cers themselves as one of the 
greatest steps forward ever made 
in law enforcement. 

When a citizen calls with a com- 
plaint, the “Telecord” is hooked 
up with the incoming 


complainant’s conversation’ with 
the desk sergeant on duty. Then 
a stenographer types up the con- 
versation in the regular question- 
answer form. 

This report is turned over to 
patrolmen or detectives to investi- 
gate. They make their report 
into the “Telecord” either in per- 
son or over.a telephone.

bery cases, 28, with 12 cleared up; 28 assaults, with 17 cleared 
up; 178 burglaries, with 36 cleared up.

A lot has been done since that 
time by science and by man. Yeast, 
the hero, has been forgotten in a 
new development of research 
known as niacin, or nicotinic acid, 
Now, the dramatic and repulsive 
veast treatment has given way to 
a tiny white tablet that tastes 
like carbonated aspirin and leaves 
you rosy and tingly for a few 
minutes while it has its way with 
your circulation. 

There are many persons sharing 
the credit of the conquering of 
pellagra. Dr. Joe Bowdoin, de- 
voted attache of the Georgia De- 
partment of Health until his 
death, was the -first man to “do 
something” by subscribing to yeast 
as a hopeful medicine. His son, 
Dr. Dan Bowdoin, director of the 


Division of Preventable Diseases.

Dr. Roy F. Harris, predecessor 
of Dr. T. F. Abercrombie as di- 
rector of Georgia’s Health Depart- 
ment, became so intrigued with 
the study of pellagra that he wrote 
a book about it.

Pellagra is 
not associated with any poisonous 
element in corn, but to the inter- 
ference by a corn diet with the 
absovption of the necessary nico- 
tinic acid. A balanced diet may

Dr. Abercrombie, who has grown 
white-haired in the service of 
Georgia directing its wide and 
continuing campaign against ill 
health and disease, is inclined to 
be philisophical when he discus- 
se: the successes of medicine 
against disease. 

“Pellagra,” he will tell you, “is 
solely a disease of nutrition. We 
have a whole field of discovery 
wide open to us on the subject 
of food. Who knows, -perhaps 
there would be no disease what 
ever if every cell in the human 
body were nourished and func: 
tioning normally? It might mean 
the end of all the ills of man- 
kind.”

Offical transfer of Lawson Gen- 
eral Hospital from the War De 
partment to the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration and Georgia Tech has 
been approved by President Tru- 
man, John M. Slaton, Jr., Deputy 
VA Administrator of Branch 5, has 
been informed by Washington offi- 
cials. 

Located several miles North of 
Atlanta, Lawson will be used by 
the Branch VA temporarily as a 
750-bed general surgical and medi- 
cal hospital until a permanent 
hospital program for the Atlanta 
area can be developed, Slaton 
said. 

Hospital installations are set up 
on 189 acres. The area to be taken 
over by the VA totals 145 acres, 
with the remainder going to Geor- 
gia Tech.

Power Firm Has One Death 


Among Linemen Since 1939 


The recent death of H. C. Harper, Georgia Power Company line- 
man. from electrical burns and shock was the first fatal accident of 
this mature to occur to an employe here since 1939, according to 


J. E. Stott, Safety Supervisor. 


Although the linemen and sub- 
station operators are constantly 
working with live wires carrying 
thousands of volts of electricity, 
where a false move could bring 
death or serious injury, actually, 
as shown by the power company’s 
records, this form of employment 
causes no more accidents than 
many other occupations. 

The answer is—care and train- 
ing. Although all power company 
line trucks are equipped with ade- 
quate first aid kits and all of the 
men are experienced in giving first 
aid treatment, the company places 
most stress on preventing acci- 
dents, the idea being that the only 
good accident is the one that 
doesn't happen. 


SAFETY MEETINGS 


Safety meetings are held for all 
crews at two-week intervals. In 
these meetings the men are taught 
there is a safe way to do every 
job they are called upon to per- 
form. They are given careful in- 
struction and are told they are not 
expected to do any job that can- 
not be done safely. 

Protective equipment issued to 
the men includes rubber blankets, 
gioves, hose and insulator hoods. 
Live wires of high voltage are 
handied with sticks equipped with 
hooks or clamps. Each man is re- 
guired to inspect his rubber gloves 
every day to be sure no defects 
have developed which would de- 
troy their insulating value. Fore- 
men inspect all other safety de- 
Vices once a week. 


aid kits equipped with blankets 
and chemical heating pads. 

Electrical shock usually has the 
effect of paralyzing the nerve cen- 
ters which control breathing. Un- 
less breathing can be restored 
within a few minutes death re- 
sults. Consequently, the power 
company men are taught to in- 
duce artificial breathing at the 
earliest possible moment. 
POLE-TOP RESUCITATION 

In case a man is schocked while 
working on a pole and breathing 
has ceased, pole-top resucitation 
is begun immediately, without 


waiting to lower the victim to the 


ground. The man’s safety belt 
keeps him from falling, even 
though unconscious, until help ar- 
rives. The victim is maneuvered 
into a position straddling the res- 
cuer’s safety belt. 

The rescuer then reaches around 
his body with both arms, and ap- 
plies rhythmical pressure to the 
base of the ribs. The pressure in- 
duces artificial breathing. When 
breathing has been established 
naturally, the injured man is low- 
ered to the ground where prone 
pressure resuscitation can be ap- 
plied if it becomes necessary. 

In two cases within the power 
company’s experience, Stott said, 
pole-top resuscitation has saved 
the lives of Georgia Power Com- 
pany employes. Both occurred in 
the Columbus area.

The government launched a new 
subsidy-price increase plan Satur- 
day to try to speed up production 
of critically short hardwood floor- 
ing and heating equipment for the 
veterans’ emergency housing pro- 
gram. 

The National Housing Agency 
led off with two premium plans. 
One covers the southern and 
northern hardwood flooring indus- 
try, including both lumber sup- 
pliers and flooring manufacturers.

Under the first flooring subsidy 
plan, participating manufacturers 
are authorized to pay government- 
financed bonuses to their sup- 
pliers for certain grades and spe- 
cies of hardwood lumber. 

The bonuses under this plan: 
For southern flooring lumber $8.50 
per 1,000 board feet for seasoned 
lumber and $6 per 1,000 feet for 
green lumber: for northern floor- 
ing lumber, $3.50 for seasoned and 
$1 for green. 

The manufacturers would be re- 
imbursed by the government for 
what they pay suppliers in bonuses 
if manufacturers’ quarterly pro- 
duction is 10 percent or more 
above their quotas. Quotas are 
based on actual production during 
the first quarter of 1946, or pro- 
ductive capacity of all hardwood 
flooring machines in place on 
March 31.

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Poetry Books 
Are Written

A Creed for Darkness, by Walter 
Blackstock, Jr. (Mill Valley, CaL: 
The Wings Press, 1946). $1.50. 


Clods of Southern Earth. by Dorn 
West. (New York: Boni & Gaer,

Two young Georgia poets have 
‘recently written, distinctive vol- 
‘umes, one of which has also en- 
joyed a considerable splash while 
the other is due one. This despite 
the facts that both poe‘s are com- 
paratively unknown, and Summer 
is a notoriously bad season for 
new books. 

“A Creed for Darkness” is the 
title of one of the volumes, a clas- 
sic and restrained work by Walter 
Blackstock, Jr., of Atlanta. This 
is the Atlantan’s second book; his 
first, “Quest for Beauty, appeared 
in 1942 and is now in its second 
edition. Blackstock, a quondam 
student at Emory University and 
the University of Georgia, received 
The Writer magazine's award last 
year for the poet whose work 
“showed the most advance in ex- 
pression during the year.” 

“Creed for Darkness” is a collec- 
tion of idealistic and sensuous 
poems written in a highly polished 
style. They are poetic in that ther, 
for the most part, express not a 
story or philosophy, but a spirit. a 
mood. The language is lofty and 
chaste, and Mr. Blackstock evi- 
dently spent some time in choosing 
the right word. As regards his 
choice of words, only one thing 
jarred—his predilection for that 
much-overworked word “April.” 

The dominant theme of the 
poems is the better world that ex- 
ists in the minds of constructive 
dreamers. The keynote.is set by 
the brief, but well-done poem, 
“Dreamers,” on the jacket- A mi- 
nor theme is the esthetic enjov- 
ment of nature, and several poems 
are devoted to the problem of the 
cult of the beautiful during war- 
time. Only once does he become 
satirical, and the result, a strong 
poem called “Hunger,” is a power- 
ful denunciation of the man whe 
who grows in stature and not in 
soul. 

The title poem is the finest of 
the lot from the standpoint of both 
\form and content. It is a sermon 
directed toward those who have 
adopted no: philosophy of living, 
told in a simple and well-balanced 
form. It is a poem that would de 
credit to any of the older and bet- 
ter established writers. 

A very different work from 
“Creed for Darkness” is “Clods 
of Southern Earth,” a vigorous col 
lection of unpoetic poems by Dos 
West, of Lula. West, who is cur 
rently at work on a novel, “Ne 
Lonesome Road,” will be connec 
ed with the faculty of Oglethorpe 
University this fall.

Certainly piracy upon such a 
grand scale as that indulged in 
by the Nazis, murder of millions, 
unprovoked disturbance of the in- 
ternational peace, cannot go un- 
punished simply because no Par- 
liament of Man has as yet writ- 
ten an international criminal code. 

Nor can the Nazis be excused 
as the mere tools of an “Act of 
State.” Such a defense would al- 
low even a Hitler to go scot-free. 

May the Nuremberg trial create 
a legal precedent which will make 
Chiefs of State as reluctant to start 
war as to murder their wives and 
children.

Virginia against the opposition of 
the CIO-PAC and his first pri- 
mary challenger since he went to 
the Senate in 1933. 

2. A Kansas prohibition repeal 
Scrap. Harry H. Woodring, former 


Secretary of War under Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, seeks the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. He fa- 
vors repeal of the State’s 65-year- 
old dry law. 

Here is a summary of the out 
‘standing fights in each State: 
MISSOURI 

President Truman planned to go 
to Independence, Mo., his home, 
this week-end to cast his vote Tues- 
day in the Fourth District, adja- 
cent to the fifth, Rep. Slaughter’s 
district. 

“The President contends the 41- 
year-old Congressman opposed 
nearly all of the presidential legis- 
lative recommendations as a mem- 
ber of the House Rules Commit- 
tee. 

To Mr. Truman’s statement that 
if Slaughter is right the President 
is wrong, Slaughter replied: 

“T accept the challenge with all 
its implications, including a fight

the Fifth District of Missouri a 
test case so far as the country is 
concerned.” 
Mr. Truman said he asked the 
Pendergast organization to back 
Enos A. Axtell, a former Navy 
lieutenant, who also is supported 
by the CIO-PAC. Labor is divided, 
however, as most of the railroad 
brotherhoods are favoring a third 
man in the race, Jerome Walsh. 


VIRGINIA—Senator Byrd, econ- 
omy advocate and high on the list 
of legislators opposed by the CIO- 
PAC, is challenged for renomi- 
nation by Martin A. Hutchinson, 
Richmond lawyer and a former 
Secretary of the Commonwealth 
and of the State Central Demo- 
cratic Committee. 

Byrd has emphasized the labor 
issue and called for “mutual re- 
sponsibility by law” in labor con- 
tracts. 

Hutchinson has charged the Sen- 
ator with trying to make it ap- 
pear that the issue is Byrd versus 
certain labor leaders. He contends 
one of. the paramount issues is 
whether the State Democratic 
Party shall be Byrd’s “personal 
property.” He says he is not a 
candidate of organized labor. 

There are five primary contests 
for the House. Three incumbents 
are unopposed. The ninth incum- 
bent, Rep. John W. Flannagan, of 
Bristol, already has been renomi- 
nated by convention. 

Rep. Howard W. Smith, a stal- 
wart in the Byrd organization and 
advocate of labor union curbs, has 
three opponents. He is also a like 
ly candidate for the nomination, 
to be decided by a September con- 
vention, for the Senate seat left 
vacant by the death of Sen. Car- 
ter Glass.. The Glass term expires 
in 1949.

It's In The Air, They Say 


A confused, and bewildered, shocked 
Nation has its eyes currently on Tennessee. 


At Athens, in East Tennessee, returned 
veterans literally went to war with their 
own people. A _ long-established county 
political machine, without doubt corrupt 
and evil, sought to out-count a political 
ticket composed of veterans. 

The machine had followed a pattern. 
It had imported as “deputies,” toughs from 
other sections. It could not longer depend 
on its own people. 

Yet it ruled them politically. 


It is a disturbing thing to say, but 
viewed from this distance, the fight of 
the veterans probably was a good thing. 
It is disturbing because the immediate 
good of it, nevertheless, may be produc- 
tive of other, and similar, disorders with- 
out thge/basic principle of this one. If 
guns are required to upset bad govern- 


ment they can also be used to establish 
and maintain it. That is profoundly dis- 
turbing. Yet it is “good” if it makes us 
think. 

The moral is plain. 

We, the people, are the custodians of 
our government. 

We are too often willing to appease 
political machines merely because it is 
uncomfortable to oppose them. The peo- 
ple of McMinn County, Tennessee, have 
long known their county political machine 
was corrupt. But it was not until family 
was turned against family; not until guns 
blazed in their streets; not until children 
were joining in seeking to kill other per- 
sons, that they began to look at themselves. 

All of us are used to the saying that all 
these things that are happening today 
come about because “It’s in the air.” 

It is time to ask why there is a con- 
tagion in the air. And what to do about it.

Let's Have Action 


Life Is Earnest-- 


I gradually am working my way around to 
writing about the birds and the bees and man’s 
best friend, the dog. 

But it will have to be gradual. 

It occurs to me I have not had any fun in a long time and that 
I probably have become a bore, going about with a long face 
and a serious story on my tongue. 

The banner I have been carrying has written upon it the slogan, 
“Life is real, life is earnest.” To be sure, I just now took a look 
at it. That’s what it says. 

I think it is real and earnest, even though I wish it were not. 

It is in that vein that I wish to write a few paragraphs about 
the South and things Southern. I have worked myself into a 
tizzy, I guess, because while others seem to worry about the short- 
ages of shirts, pants, butter and steak, I have just about developed 
into a professional Southerner. The trouble is, when the band 
plays “Dixie” I break into tears. 

I want the South to be very careful indeed about how it makes 
the bed it has got to lie in. 

That’s why I have stood out against things like the FEPC, a 
Federal bill against lynching, Federal abolishment of the poll tax 
and other such items. I don’t like things done by fiat. You can’t 
apply fiats to minds. 

My platform is that the people themselves must act and that 
they must do so out of a sense of justice and humanity. 


If we are not careful, we will become, in the eyes 
of the nation, a minority. There are forces trying to 


drive us into such a position. There is, without any doubt, an 


organized propaganda against the South which seeks to discredit 


us and which has as its immediate objective the destruction of the 
Southern influence in Congress. 

We play into their hands. 

We get so resentful about criticism that we are led off into 
fantastic positions. We are Jed to defend the things we don’t 
really believe in ourselves. 

We don’t believe in lynchings. 

But, it ought to be obvious that unless our own law-enforce- 
ment groups do the job of preventing them and, in the case of 
failure to prevent, bringing the guilty swiftly to justice, the nation 
will see to it that Congress passes an anti-lynching bill. 

The FEPC is wrong basically. It is a fiat seeking to control 
minds. It has come to be a political weapon. But, if we do not 
go about the business of being just in our economics the nation is 
going to put such a measure through Congress. 


~ : Despite all the current emphasis on the issue, I really 
Prejudice think that racial prejudice is moving out of the South 
to the rest of the nation. 

The South knows that a dual system is the only workable sys- 
tem. There has got to be a line, but the trouble is we let our 
worst people make it a parallel line instead of a perpendicular 
one. We haven’t been honest about it and we haven’t been fair. 
That’s why we are in trouble now. 

I certainly don’t think the Negro ought to leave the South. 
The Northern system of segregation is productive of just as much 
prejudice and social and political dynamite. Getting out of the 
intellectual levels, I would venture the assertion there is more 
mass ill-will toward the Negro outside the South than in it, the 
immediate lynching evidence to the contrary notwithstanding. 

To me, the solution to all these things is enormously simple. 


The fact that I can’t seem to do much about it sometimes brings 
me to a condition of deep melancholia. But somehow we in the 
South have got to manage to show the best that’s in us instead 
of the worst. 

So, if you will pardon me, I will for a time, at least, go on 
picketing the joint, carrying my banner which reads, “Life is real, 
life is earnest.” After a while I will get around to the bees and 


the birds and pussy cats.

Mayor of Monroe 
Writes in Protest 


E. L. Almand, Jr., Mayor of. Monroe, Ga., has 
written a letter protesting the column which ap- 


peared here last Wednesday concerning the 
quadruple ly@ching which took place in Walton County recently. 

It. is inevitable that Mayor Almand and all other good citizens 
of Monroe and of Walton County are sensitive about the horror 
which was staged just within the borders of that county. As a 
consequence of this sensitivity, it is obvious he has misread the 
Wednesday column. For /it was, as clearly stated, an expression 
of sympathy with the good citizens of the county for the fearful 
stigma that 20 vicious criminals have placed upon their community. 
It described the reaction which memory of the crime will bring to 
one person, myself. Especially if the guilty are never apprehended, 
tried and punished. There was no intent to advocate any “boycott.” 

True, the guilty may not be residents of Walton County... True, 
a few feet farther the scene of the crime would have been Oconee 
County. 

It is also true the rest of the nation condemns all Georgia, all 
the South, for the deed. And, in other parts of the world, it is 
on the United States the stigma rests. 

However, the crime did occur in Walton. It is, therefore, the 
primary responsibility of Walton authorities to bring the guilty 
to justice. 

Those county authorities are, undue doing their utmost 
to achieve that end. They have the assistance of the GBI, also of 
the FBI. For the sake of Walton and Monroe, let us pray for early 
solution of the crime and that the solving may be chiefly due to 
the efforts of the authorities of the county itself. 

’ Here is Mayor Almand’s letter: 
Mayor 5 Letter “No one in Monroe and Walton County makes 
any pretense of defense for the atrocity of July 25 committed with- 
ing our county’s limits. We do not condone the crime; we earnestly 
hope for the speedy arrest and meting of justice to the assailants. 

“However, we are resentful of the unwarranted abuse that Mon- 
roe and Walton County as a whole are taking in the press, the 
most serious and thoughtless to date being borne in a column by 
Ralph T. Jones in The Constitution of July 31. 

“Mr. Jones’ suggested boycott of Monroe and Walton County is 
no more reasonable than if citizens of this State should shun Atlanta 
and Fulton County for reason of unsavory events there in the past. 

“If Mr. Jones hesitates to stop only in Monroe and Walton Coun- 
ty for fear of accosting one of the reputed 20 assailants, he has 
apparently acquired more information as to the residence of the 
mobsters than have the FBI or the GBI. It is grossly unfair to 
stamp Monroe and Walton County publicly “as a place to always 
revive a ‘memory of horror.’ 

‘Monroe and Walton County have stood too long as leaders in 
religious, civic and educational attainment to be permanently black- 
ened in the eyes of the world by the lawless action of one small 
group of men. There appear to be, unfortunately, lawless ele- 
ments in all parts of our nation; this affair could have happened 
in your own back yard as easily as it did on a lonely road on the 
extreme outskirts of this county. 

“It’s easy to ‘kick the underdog,’ and Mr. Jones took the easy 
course to fill his column of July 31. I feel that he errs and injures 
in condemning our citizenry as a whole in his suggestive boycott. 
A newspaper’s function is ostensibly to influence, and we feel that 
the personal reactions of Mr. Jones are intended as such and con- 
stitute a grave injustice. 

“In conclusion: Condemn the deed all you will and you have 
the support of law-abiding citizens of Monroe and Walton County, 
but condemn the citizens of Monroe and Walton County as a whole 
and you do a serious and irreparable wrong.

Heretofore our National Govern- 
ment has very wisely delegated 
to the States where the offense 
was committed, jurisdiction over 


these crimes. In other words, the. 


National Government has delegat- 
ed to the State Government the 
sacred duty of protecting its citi- 
zens. But let it be remembered 
that in delegating this duty to 
the State, the National Govern- 
ment does not, and cannot, sur- 
render its right and responsibil- 
ity for the safety of its citizens. 
Therefore, it seems to be perfect- 
ly clear that so far as the ques- 
tion of National or State’s rights 
is concerned, the National Gov- 
ernment has the right to assume 
jurisdiction over the crime of mob 
murder, whenever a State fails to 
perform its sacred duty of pro- 
tection of a citizen of the United 
States. 

However, simply because the 
National Government has a right 
to do this does not make it wise 
to do so. The sense of local re- 
sponsibility has proven to be so 
valuable in the development of 
democracy it would be almost fa- 


tal to withdraw this responsibil. | 


ity from the local community. But 
if democracy will not function in 
any given locality—in other 
words, if the locality fails to gov- 
ern itself—the National Govern- 
ment cannot leave its citizens in 
that locality without the protec- 
tion of some government.

Lot of Money Spent 
For Small-Pay Job 


Well, the Governor-nominee and his nearest 
competitor both got under the wire on campaign 
spending by narrow margins. The legal limit is 

Talmadge and Jimmie Carmichael said, in their 
filed the Comptroller General, that they 
spent slightly less than this legal amount, That probably is amazing 
to Hoke O’Kelley, an unsuccessful candidate who said he was un- 
able financially to match the big war chests of his opponents. 
Some political observers had estimated it would cost more than 
$200,000 to be elected Governor. Of course, there must have been 
quite a bit of spending on the gubernatorial campaigns by persons 
other than the candidates’ campaign headquarters—persons who 
had at heart the welfare of their State or themselves. O’Kelley 
said he spent only part of one year’s salary of the Governor’s office. 
Since this job pays $12,500 annually, the other candidates held 
their spending to only two years’ income—even if they used their 
own money, which they did not. 

While the Governor's race—for the record—held its contestants 


to the salary of the office for two years, the candidates for the 
newly created job of Lieutenant-Governor were permitted to spend 
three times their total income for four years. The campaign spend- 
ing limit for this office also is $25,000. The job pays only $2,000 
annually. 


Campaign expenditures have ranged from 
Wonder Why? nearly as much as the total four years’ salary 
to double the four years’ pay for this job. For four years the jobs 
would pay a total of $8,000. One candidate spent $16,000 of his 
own money. Another spent $10,000, including contributions and per 
sonal expenses. Three others spent nearly $8,000. Virtually all 
candidates spent more than one year’s salary of their own money. 
Many people wonder why. The office of Lieutenant-Governor is 
a part-time job. The man presides over the Senate, either biennially 
or annually. If the Governor dies, quits or becomes too ill to serve, 
the Lieutenant-Governor succeeds him until the next General Elec- 
tion. What would make a man spend more time and money run- 
ning for this job than the job pays? The obvious answer a can- 
didate would give would be: “We want to serve the people.” 
That may be true to a large extent. They could have been run- 
ning for the honor of the office and/or-the publicity of a State 
wide race. But the most obvious reason is that it may be a step- 
ping stone into the Governorship. Marvin Griffin, who ran second, 
started campaigning this Summer for the No. 1 spot of Governor, 
and then shifted into the Lieutenant-Governor’s race. M, E, Thomp- 
son, the winner, and Frank Gross, who ran third, both were men- 
tioned as possible candidates for Governor, So was Spence Grayson, 
another candidate. The other candidates were Editor Belmont

KA Memorable Ride 
Along the Surf's Edge 


OS Mas acai HATTERAS, On the Outer Banks—If it were 
Me ton a, ‘ not for the remarkably restorative properties of 

bos A * Mrs. Julia Oden’s chowder, made of clams, I 
would be in need of the services of a physician, aided by an osteo- 
path and perhaps a chiropractor, at this moment. 

Mrs. Julia Oden is the keeper of the inn which sits on a spit 
of sand that projects into the Atlantic Ocean some 30 miles off the 
coast of North Carolina. It is a famous inn along the Eastern Sea- 
board, and Mrs. Oden is a famous innkeeper. To reach her hostelry 
you come down the outer banks from the village of Kitty Hawk, 
which the Wright brothers made immortal, to the city of Manteo, 
near where the Lost Colony set up shop 360 years ago, and from | 
which it departed into the wilderness never to be heard of more. 
You make this part of the journey in a large, comfortable bus, on 
a paved highway. From Manteo, if you are hardy enough, you set | 
out then in another bus, driven by an amiable young maniac 
named Midgett, of a family noted in these parts “for heroic efforts 
in. the Coast Guard, and your route is dictated by the whim of the 
tides and the winds and the shifting sands. It is 62 miles long, 
and in all that distance there is nothing that might be called a road. 

You depart from the paved highway and strike out across 
the dunes and the engine of the bus sets up a wild screaming and 
the wheels sink into the clinging sands and the speed slows to a 
crawl and then to a creep. At this point the driver drops her in low, 
sets the throttle where it will pull the best—and then gets out 
of the bus to scrape sand from in front of the wheels with a paddle. 
The passengers alight also, women and children included, and all 
lean heavily against the back of the bus, while it groans along, 
driverless and empty, feeling its own way. It does not make any 
speed during this period, for, weary of pushing, I took occasion 
to time its progress and found it was making a distance of six 


feet every 62 seconds. 
Mad Ride Once over the soft dune sand and onto the hard 
packed sand of the beach, though, a mad ride be- 
begins which is probably not equalled on any public transporta- 
tion system in the United States. To avoid the soft sand of the 
upper beach the driver skims through the edge of the surf at 55 
miles an hour, striking those undulations known as camel backs 
which keep his passengers alternately bouncing off the seats at 
one extremity and rebounding from the ceiling at the other. Now 
and then a-wave larger than the others roars up and breaks against 
the side of the fleeting vehicle, drenching the riders on the port 
side with salty spray. It is a memorable ride, for the dunes on 
one side are like the rolling sands of the desert and the blue sea 
on the other is of incredible white-capped beauty. My appreciation 
of it, however, was somewhat dimmed by an aged, one-eyed ex- 
Coast Guardsman who reeked of spirits. This antique barnacle 
somehow came to the conclusion that I was a Pentecostal Holiness 
preacher, and for 30 miles he regaled me with lurid accounts of 
the sins of his youth, most of them accomplished while wearing 
rubber hip-boots, and for which, he said, he hoped I would intercede 
for him with the Lord. 

Now and then, with no warning whatsoever to his wildly bounc- 
ing passengers, Mr, Midgett would cause the bus to swerve wildly, 
like a gull which has sighted a herring, and we would lurch 
madly through the dunes to a little town where he would drop 
off a half-dozen copies of a Norfolk newspaper. No more isolated 
cities exist in America, I suppose, than these sun, sand and wind- 
soaked towns along the narrow banks. The first of them is Rodanthe, 
where the folks still cling to the ancient custom of celebrating 
Christmas on the Twelfth Night, or Jan. 6, holding that the Dec. 
25th observance is dictated by a pagan calendar. Here in 1944, a 
great wind swept in from the sea and a great tide rolled in from 
the sound and the storming waters picked up the dozen or so 
houses of Rodanthe and scattered them willy-nilly across the 
half-mile strip of duneland that separates sound from sea. The 
patient citizens were not disturbed. They came down from their 
roosting places in the attic, hoisted their domiciles up on blocks 
wherever they happened to have come to rest, sent out searching 
parties to find and return the privy, and went on with the business | 
of living. It gives the city a somewhat hazard appearance, but |

sale, But Distraught after Salvo, Avon, known also as Kin- 
nakeet, of whose 100 houses, only 12 remained upon their original 
foundations with the recession of the waters. It was here that 
Mr. Gib Gray, from his roost in the top of a low oak to which he 
had been washed while trying to open the door of the safe in his 
store, watched his house float past on the crest of the wave, his 
wife and children waving goodbye to him in some agitation, cry- 
ing, “Goodbye, Daddy, we'll see you in Heaven.” This did not 
seem improbable, but fortunately the house did not break up and 
Mr. Gray came down out of his tree later to find all his loved ones 
safe, though a little distraught. The house was some 200 yards 
from its original location. 

From Avon south the road takes to the beach again for a way, | 
and here half buried in the sands are the great timbers of old 
ships which have wrecked upon this most savage of American 
coasts. And then it bends inland again, and thence to Hatteras, 
for 15 miles it winds its way along a sandy strip between masses 
of some low and thorny and wind-twisted scrub. The path here 
does not undulate, but wriggles like a snake, and the passengers 
are hurled from side to side, crashing against the sides of the bus 


like the ingredients of a cocktail shaker. 

Thus they arrive at Mrs. Julia Oden’s inn, 
Clam Chowder bruised in limb and weary in spirit and 
glazed of eye, riddled by mosquitoes and churned up inside by five 
solid hours of violent joggling. 

That is when Mrs. Oden comes forth with her prescription—a 
steaming quart of clam chowder, which steadies the nerves and 
soothes the bruises and quiets the internal upheaval and spreads 
throughout the tissues a warm and tranquilizing feeling of peace 
and good will toward men—even toward Mr. Harold Midgett, the 
Mad Bus Driver of the Outer Banks. 

It is then that one can sit in Mrs. O’s parlor and listen to her 
husband, Rance, tell his old tales of great storms at sea and of the 
fine ships which died and cast their bones upon the beach while the 
sturdy citizens of Hatteras watched from the shore, Of which,

25 Georgia counties. E. D. Alex-| 
ander, agronomist of the Exten-| 


sion Service, is in charge of this 


'corn demonstration work, assisted | 
'by the county agricultural agents 


in the counties selected. Approxi- 
mately 1,100 of these demonstra- 


tions are in progress, which is a 
sufficient number to indicate ac-| 


curately the success or failure of 
the projects. Here are the prac- 
tices followed in these demonstra- 
tions: 


At planting use 300, 400, 500 or| 
600 pounds per acre of 4-8-6 or | 
6-8-6 fertilizer. Apply fertilizer 1% | 


to 2 inches under or to the side 
of seed. When corn is 40 to 45 
days old, side dress with 300, 400 
or 500 pounds of nitrate of soda 
per acre, or its equivalent. Space 
rows and plants in the row ac: 
cording to usual moisture condi- 
tions of the section, natural fer- 
tility of the soil, and fertilizer to 
be applied. Depending upon the 
moisture conditions and plant food 
present, the following . spacings 
are suggested: 

1, 4-foot rows and 18 inches in 
the row, giving 7,260 plants. 

2. 3%-foot rows -and 18 inches 
in the row, giving 8,297 plants. 

3. 4-foot rows and 15 inches in 
the row, giving 8,712 plants. 

4. 3%-foot rows and 15 inches in 
the row, giving 9,957 plants.

Corn should be planted when the 
soil is warm enough for good 
germination and near the date 
when it will come nearest escap- 
ing insect injury and meeting 
critical moisture periods. Cultivate 
rapidly from the time the plants 
are large enough not to be cover- 
ed by harrowing or weeding until 
the roots fill the plow area. 

First cultivations can be done 
with a spike-tooth harrow or 
weeder and later cultivations with 
sweeps or other shallow running 
implements. Cultivate as shallow 
as possible. Ordinarily if land is 
prepared properly and cultivated 
as suggested above, two harrow- 
ings or weedings and two to three 
cultivations are sufficient. Lay-by 
when the corn is around two feet 
tall. If wet weather prevents plow 
cultivation, kill weeds by hoeing 
rather than deep plowing. Do not 
pull fodder, cut tops or sucker 
plants.

SINCE Wight was conquered in 
43 A. D. by the Romans, and set- 
tled much later (449) by the Jutes, 
it contains relics of both occupa- 
tions carefully protected from the 
elements—and from tourists. 

The Norman conquerors are re 
sponsible for some of the ise’s 
most interesting churches. These 
invaders, it appears, were quite 
good at architecture with a reli- 
gious slant, and they were forever 
building new churches or rebuild- 
ing old ones, a new doorway here, 
a square tower there, or a font 
somewhere else—a bit lacking in 
delicacy sometimes but nearly al- 
ways charmingly simple in design. 

And finally there is the island's 
greatest claim to fame, Osborne 
House, the last home of Queen

ACHMANINOFF is next! Tin Pan Alley needs another 
* great melodist, to follow in the footsteps of Tschaikowsky, 

Grieg and Chopin, and the results of the musical elecfion 
are already clear. 

Tschaikowsky, the classic master of “Schmaltz,” became 
America’s most popular composer only a few years ago 
although he had been dead since 1893. The opening melody of 
his Piano Concerto ran through no less than 16 jazz versions, 
all the way from “Tonight We Love,” and Concerto for Two to 
300gie de Concerto. The commercial value of his tunes had 
already been established by such bits as “Our Love,” from the 
Romeo and Juliet Overture, “Moon Love,” from the fifth sym- 
phony, and “On the Isle of May” from the String Quartet. 

Grieg became a Broadway personality through the musical

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biography, “Song of Norway,” with “Strange Music” making 
the “Hit Parade” and his Piano Concerto scoring both in its 


original form and in fox-trot time. 
Chopin leaped into American popular- 
ity by way of the pseudo-biographical 
film, “A Song to Remempber,’’ 
with Merle Oberon supplying the 
love interest in the character of 
George Sand. That picture glorified 
the Polonaise in A-flat, later senti- 
mentalized as “Till the End of Time,” 
and now “I’m Always Chasing Rain- 
bows” has been revived, with belated 
credit to Chopin’s Fantasie Impromp- 
tu in C-sharp Minor. 

The “Polonaise” of 1946 is un- 
questionably the final theme of 
Rachmaninoff’s Piano Concerto No, 2. 
Several popular songs have already 
utilized the tune, and many a jazz 
band is playing it straight, in its own 
natural dance time. Even before the 
composer's death, in 1943, that broad 
melody had been tapped for highest 
honors by Tin Pan Alley. 

Back in 1896, a young Russian 
named Sergei tachmaninoff was 
just beginning to attract attention as 
a pianist, conductor and composer.

He had enjoyed the friendship of 
Tschaikowsky himself and had writ- 
ten some small pieces that found an 
enthusiastic audience, particularly a 
Prelude in C-sharp Minor, whose 
three-tone pattern became somehow 
associated with the bells of the Krem- 
lin and dogged his footsteps. 

Encouraged by such immediate 
success, he decided to write some 
more ambitious music. His first 
attempt was a piano concerto and the 
result was a complete failure. 

“All my hopes, all my belief in 
myself had been destroyed,” said the 
composer later. 

Finally the strange case of defeat-

ist psychology came to the attention 
of a certain Dr. Dahl, the Coue of his 
day, who was credited with an almost 
hypnotic power in the treatment of 
his patients. Rachmaninoff was per- 
suaded by friends and relatives to 
consult this pioneer psychiatrist. Dr. 
Dahl began to apply a surprisingly 
modern method of suggestion. 

To the relaxed and almost uncon- 
scious young composer the doctor 


~kept repeating a never-changing for- 


mula: “Great things lie dormant in 
you, waiting to be given to the world.” 

Miraculously, the treatment 
worked. Gradually the composer’s con- 
fidence returned. He began to work 
at his second Concerto. Beautiful 
melodies came to his fertile imagi- 


nation. A warm, emotional music took 
form in his now active brain. 

On a significant evening in the 
year 1900 Moscow’s Nobility Hall was 
filled once more with an expectant 
audience. This time Rachmaninoff 
himself was at the piano, to intro- 
duce his new Concerto to the public. 

At the close of the performance 
every listener was on his feet, clap- 
ping, cheering, stamping with unre- 
strained enthusiasm. The gloomy, 
gaunt young genius had won a double 
victory, esthetically and psychologi- 
cally. A slight smile came to his lips. 

Today the second Piano Concerto 
is the most popular of Rachmanin- 
off’s works. Teeming with melody, 
it has already supplied the inspira- 
tion for a number of current songs. 

The Concerto is in the “public 
domain,” free from copyright restric- 
tions, for when it was written Rus- 
sia did not yet share in the interna- 
tional copyright agreement. This gor- 
geous music has already appeared in 
several motion pictures, and in “the 
latest one planned, Artur Rubinstein 
plays the entire Concerto off-screen.

AYON need not be diffi- 

cult or tricky to iron. 
It’s just different. You’ve 
acquired certain ironing 
habits for cottons—others 
for linens—others for silks. 
You must acquire still 
others for rayons. When 
you use the required tech- 
niques for ironing rayon 
fabrics, they iron easily and 
well. . 
The aim of all ironing is 
to make a garment look as 
it did before it was washed. 
Don’t pull or stretch the 
fabric or use extra pres- 
sure, Always iron with the 
grain. 

Proper Drying. 

| first step is to dry 

rayons properly. Cotton 
clothes are allowed to dry 
completely and are then re- 
dampened, but rayons are 
ironed best when they are 
allowed to dry only until 
they are of the ideal damp- 
ness for ironing. However, 
if you try to iron your ray- 
ons when they are _ too 
damp, you will waste time 
and may stretch or distort 
the fabric. 

All rayons 
ironed in the same way. 
Some should be _ ironed 
damper than others, some 
require less heat. Here are 
directions for ironing some 
common rayon fabrics. 

Washable Rayon Crepes: 
Wrap garments of this ma- 
terial in a towel right after 
washing to take out excess 
moisture evenly and pre- 
vent dripping to hem. Re- 
move from towel and hang 
on a hanger until almost 
dry. Press with a moderate- 
ly hot iron. 

Spun Rayon 
MANY people make the 
mistake of ironing 

dressweight spun rayons 
wet. You'll be pleased to 
find how easily and smooth- 
ly these fabrics iron if they 
are bone dry. Sheer, lawn- 
like spun rayons should be 
slightly damp to give them 
a crisp finish. Heavier spun 
ironed 
slightly damp, and if the 
heavier parts are still damp 
when ironing is finished, 
hang garment on a hanger 
to dry out. Use a hot iron 
for these three weights of 
spun rayon.

Rayon Jersey 
HIS fabric usually con- 
tains some acetate ray- 
on, so be very careful that 
your iron doesn’t get too 
hot. Roll the garment ina 
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towel and knead out mois- 
ture, then hang on a han- 
ger. Keep the weight of the 
garment evenly distributed 
during drying, to avoid pull- 
ing out of shape. Iron light- 
ly with a warm iron while 
the material is damp. 


Rayon Sharkskin 


yas fabric usually con- 
tains acetate rayon, and 
too much heat may cause 
shine and wrinkling. Roll 
the garment in a towel 
right after washing, and 
iron as soon as possible. 
Iron slowly to dry out fab- 
ric as you iron. Watch the 
temperature of your iron; 


it should be warm, not hot.

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George Bernard

HE present meat shortage in the United 

States, England and other countries may be 

a trial to most people but to George Bernard 
Shaw, the famous vegetarian, dramatist and dis- 
senter from popular opinion, it’s a blessing. 

He said as much the other day to his house- 
keeper, Mrs. Ladent. 

A cheery, middle-aged woman—and a meat- 
eater herself from way back Mrs. Ladent had 
just had the rare pleasure of being presented with 
a pig by Gabriel Pascal, the producer who trans- 
formed Shaw’s “Caesar and Cleopatra” into one of 
London’s current hit movies. 

Although so far she hasn’t gained an inch in 
the effort, Mrs. Ladent still clings wistfully to the 
} pe of one day breaking down her employer's 
long-standing aversion to meat. 

First she cooked up Mr. Paseal’s pig in a way 
that would have drawn water to the mouth of 
Lucullus; then she displayed the result to Mr. 
Shaw. Her feelings were not dissimilar to those 
he himself must have experienced years ago at 
first night showings of his early masterpieces. 

“What's that?” he demanded, eying the dish. 

“Pig,” Mrs. Ladent replied simply, and then, 
quailing before the piercing glance of the great 
man’s blue eyes, she launched into explanations 
of this pig’s origin and its rarity in a.practically 
pigless world. | 

Shaw heard her out without any noticeable 
increase of enthusiasm. When she had finished, 
he remarked coldly: 

“It’s a good thing people do have a hard time 
getting that sort of thing.” 

And that was that. There was nothing Mrs. 
T.adent could do but retreat with her chef d’oeuvre 
to the kitchen. Before disappearing through the 
door, however, she got in one last shot. 

“Bet you'd like to have some of it yourself,” 
she said. 

Although defeats like this rather 
mar her four-year record as the 
dramatist’s housekeeper, Mrs. Ladent 
has one considerable victory to her 
credit. Nor does the fact that Shaw 
still is in the dark about it detract 
at all from her relish in it. 


There was a guest to dinner one 
night, and in his honor Mrs. Ladent 
concocted a complicated dish, based 
on fish. Obviously it interested Shaw 
considerably, for he kept glancing at 
it across the table. At length he 
said to Mrs. Ladent: 


“T think I'll try a little of that bor- 
der there—just the bread crumb 
part...” 

Mrs. Ladent served him, with dif- 
ficulty restraining herself while he 
tasted and then wolfed. 


“He doesn’t know it to this day,” 


she chortles now, “but that part he Mr. 


thought was just bread crumbs had 
fish in it, too! So he really isn’t the 
vegetarian he thinks he is, is he?” 

Maybe not. But he has no sympathy for those 
who complain that they can’t get along without 
meat. He’s got along happily and healthfully for 
more years than he cares to remember and he 
thinks it would be a far better world if others did 
the same. Now he’s hoping that the manifest evils 
of the Black Market will win many converts to 
his views.

Whether or not this same re 
luctance has contributed to his longevity (he’s 
just passed his 90th birthday) and the good health 
he has enjoyed most of his life is a matter for 
doctors to argue.

He never drinks coffee, tea or milk, eschew- 
ing the first two from principle, the last because 
he no longer can digest it. 

“Eis stomach’s like a baby’s these days,” Mrs. 
Ladent says—somewhat illogically in the case of 
milk. “For instance I wouldn't think of giving him 
a plum pudding, or anything heavy like that.” 

Beginning with a vegetable soup or plain gruel, 
the Shavian lunch proceeds to sandwiches, grated 
raw vegetables, garnished with grated cheese, and 
then a sweet—an ice or fruit served with sugar. 


Apple juice and barley water are the preferred 
beverages at both lunch and dinner. The latter 
meal is Mrs. Ladent’s prime daily headache, for 
usually, by the time it arrives, she feels she has 
exhausted all the known potentialities of fruits 
and vegetables. When she can’t think up minor 
variations of dishes already served, she falls back 
on Shaw’s favorite, raw tomatoes, and goes dis- 
consolately off to bed 

“It’s the monotony that worries me,” she says. 
“Of course, Mr. Shaw’s always thinking about 
his work and he doesn’t realize how hard it is to 
find a choice. Often he'll say to me, ‘Can't you get 
this or that?’ and I just have to tell him, ‘No, 


can't reproach him with having 


painted her job at the outset in overattractive 
colors. She came to the Shaws while they were 
in London, during the war. Mrs. Shaw was ill. 
Following her death, in 1943, her husband stayed 
for six months in their London flat. Then he told 
Mrs. Ladent that he intended to settle perma- 
nently in his country house at Ayot St. Lawrence, 
in Hertfordshire, some 95 miles from town. . 


“You won't like it,” he said. “There are no 
stores, no cinema and no church.” 

“Well,” she replied noncommittally, “I may be 
able to get along without the last.” 

Actually she found there was a4 church, but, 
as she explains with a Scottish shrug, it was 
Church of England, 

It was this church, as a matter of fact, that 
first drew Shaw to Ayot St. Lawrence, 40 years 
ago. At the time he was staying at Welwyn Gar- 
den City, about five miles away. One day in the 
course of a walk he stumbled on Ayot, a charm- 
ing old village of less than 200 inhabitants. Be- 
fore turning back, he wandered into the church- 
yard. There he discovered a gravestone on which 
was inscribed: 

“In loving remembrance of Mary Ann South. 
Born March 5, 1825. Died February 13, 1895. In 
the midst of life we are in death. Her time was 
short.” 


CALCULATES rapidly, Shaw found that Mary 
Ann South had reached the Biblical age of 
threescore and 10. ‘Yet evidently, according to 
the local view, her time had been short. He con- 
cluded at once that Ayot was the place for him. 

The house, which he first rented, still lives 

in and now owns, was built originally for the vil- 
lage rector, who’d found it too big for his needs. 
Thus, the rural life of Shaw, a professed atheist, 
has been ecclesiastically colored from the start. 
Moreover, although he has abstained from at- 
tending services at Ayot, he never has failed to 
contribute money when called on. Owing largely 
to his generosity, the rector was able only a few 
weeks ago to install electricity in the church. 
- Shaw is known as a donor to other local chari- 
ties, too. When, a few years ago, there was a 
drive to raise funds for the hospital, he gave to 
that and in addition offered his autographed 
photograph to the villager who might come 
closest to guessing his weight. On the back of 
the photograph (now the proud possession of 
the mistress of Ayot’s pub, The Brocket Arms, 
he wrote: 

“When this photo was taken, my weight was 
10 stone, 12 pounds (152 pounds). I lost 10 pounds 
in the tropical heat during my recent trip to 
Honolulu and have gained 2 pounds since. I am 
unusually light for a man of my height (6 feet), 
so anyone who guesses my weight correctly must 
be the worst judge in the village.” 

Possibly it was that last Shavian remark, 
which induced the farmer, who won the photo- 
graph, to dispose of it for a mere $4 to the mis- 
tress of the pub. 

Shaw, now that he’s 90, is frailer than when 
that photograph was taken. I visited him not long 
ago, arriving at his home, called “Shaw’s Corner,” 
at 11 o’clock of a brilliant morning. ‘The play- 
wright was at work in a hut in the garden, about 
100 yards from the main residence, Known as “The 
Shelter,” this hut is a tiny. composition board 
affair, scarcely large enough to contain a desk, a 
chair and a low built-in table, scattered over with 
books. and magazines. The Shelter’s happiest 
feature is that it can be made to revolve so as to 
catch the rays of the sun, if any. 

Shaw’s clothes—his famed homespun tweed 
jacket and knickerbockers, his dashing panama 
hat, with the brim up on one side and down on 
the other—seemed more substantial than the man 
himself. Only the ice blue eyes, under unkempt 
white brows, still are young. 

He is working hard these days, trying to har- 
vest his mind’s last bumper crop of ideas. He has

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AMES A. STILLMAN’S intentions 
were good. He wanted to leave his 
fortune to his four children, share 

and share alike, and he put it in 
writing in his last will and testament. 
What he left them, however, was less 
than nothing—a legacy of debt. 

Above all, the former president 
and board chairman of one of New 
York’s most powerful banks obvious- 
ly wanted to atone for his earlier re- 
fusal to accept Guy Stillman, born 
in 1919, as his son, Guy’s paternity 
was the point at issue in one of 
America’s most celebrated divorce 
cases—a case the rich banker spent 
a million to win, but didn’t. 

His will, listing Guy as his son 
and heir, was tacit admission the 
courts were right two decades ago 
when they ruled he had no case 
against his wife, the former Anne 
Urquhart (Fifi) Potter. 

Otherwise the document was 
worthless to Guy and the other chil- 
dren, James, Alexander and Mrs. 
Anne 8S. Davison. 

The estate left. by the man who 
inherited $10,750,000 and a bank pres- 
idency from his father was—minus 
$203,794. The inventory, filed after 
his death in January, 1944, showed 
gross assets of $875,745, against debts 
of $1,079,539. 

Not only that, he died owing his 
four children (beneficiaries?) $362,- 
848. This debt accumulated under a 
judgment entered in New York Su- 
preme Court in 1939 on which he 
never paid a cent. 

The judgment stemmed from a 
separation agreement with Fifi 4t 
the time she finally divorced him in 
1931. The agreement provided for the 
education of the four children and 
$5,000 a month for the upkeep of 
Mondanne, their country place at 
Pleasantville, N. Y. 

Mondanne was subsequently de- 
stroyed by fire and the money owed 
the children represents their interest 
in the place, 

An exhaustive search for addition- 
al assets to complete the final ac- 
counting of Stillman’s wealth led to 
the discovery of a safe deposit box 
in a New York bank in the name of 
the banker and Helen M. Bowen. 

All the investigators found there 
were 24 war bonds worth $18.75 each

belonging to Miss Bowen. : 
One worthless obligation * 
was a promissory note for 
$6200 signed in 1934 by Le- 
nore Y. Turnbull. The rec- 
ord explains Stillman made 
her the loan when her hus- 
band died and never expected 
repayment. 
Stillman also owed $70,000 
on a bank loan and $57,000 on federal 
and $16,000 on state income taxes. 


From the papers on file it would 
appear the ex-head of one of the na- 
tion’s most conservative banking in- 
stitutions lost his millions in what 
Wall Street calls “cat and dog” specu- 
lation. A portfolio of 41 blocks of 
stocks was listed as entirely worth- 
less. 

This included many 
familiar gold -.and 
shares. 


The inventory also shows that 
Stillman’s sumptuous Park Ave. home 
was heavily mortgaged and had been 
foreclosed and sold at auction. 

Stillman resigned his position as 


of the old 
Silver mining 


bank presi- 

dent but retained 

his seat on the board 

when he filed his sensa- 
tional suit for divorce in 1921. 

Centerpiece of his case was the 
charge that Fifi, his wife, had been 
guilty of misconduct with Fred 
Beauvais, half-breed Indian guide at 
the Stillman camp near Three Rivers, 
Quebec. Fifi picked up the challenge 
and struck back with dramatic 
charges of her own. 

Witnesses imported from Canada 
told of peeking through windows and 
keyholes at Mrs. Stillman, and a nurse 
testified that Mrs. Stillman, after 
Guy’s birth, wired Beauvais: “Little 
Black Bear has arrived.” 

Others said this meant nothing, 
that she had planned to wire friends 
of the child’s birth and use the ex:

While. Stillman steadfastly in- 
sisted the Indian guide was Guy’s 
father, Fifi charged Stillman, in turn, 
was the father of two children of a 
New York showgirl. The banker re- 
fused to answer her charges, which 
included a report on alleged immod- 
est parties aboard his yacht, Modesty. 


He refrained from defending him- 
self against his wife’s accusations on 
the ground “it might incriminate me.” 
He gave the same answer when asked 
about Fifi’s further charge that he 
had set up luxurious establishments 
for his other family. 

Fifi won all down the line—in the 
New York Supreme Court, the higher 
Appellate Division and finally in the 
State Court of Appeals. 

In the end Stillman was out a 
million dollars and he and the whole 
family were out of the Social Reg- 
ister. 

Time passed and Fifi traveled to 
Europe and took up psycho-analysis. 
Returning to America, she called 
psycho-analysis the “cat’s cuffs” and 
managed a reconciliation with her 
husband. Stillman even went to Eu- 
rope with her and took up psycho- 
analysis himself. 

Three years later, in 1931, she di- 
vorced him, naming Hilda Moreno, 
Cuban night club entertainer. Later 
Fifi married Fowler McCormick, 
grandson of John D. Rockefeller. 

After the ceremony, the banker 
called on the bride and wished her 
happiness. 

In 1933, Stillman was sued for 
$200,000 by Luc Rochefort, who once 
ran for mayor of Montreal. He 
charged the banker with alienating 
the affections of Mrs. Rochefort, but 
the suit was disallowed. 

In 1938, Stillman appeared with 
Fifi and other members of the family 
at the wedding of Guy, whose pater- 
nity he so long disputed, and Miss 
Nancy’ Holbrook. 

Now, from the grave, comes the 
last chapter—and a legacy of debt.

OMEN always have wanted 
to go places—ever since Eve 
learned there was' more to 
the world than the Garden of Eden. 

Now a lot of them are going as air 
hostesses. Borne on wings of silver, 
traveling at speeds approaching that 
of sound, they’re zooming all over. 

They owe it all, these air hostesses 
who count their flying time in the 
thousands of hours and their sky- 
ways mileage in the millions, to Ellen 
Church and the promise she saw in 
the skies over San Francisco in 1930. 

At that time air travel did not en- 
joy the public’s confidence as it does 
now. Ellen, a nurse, pointed out to 
United Airlines officials the reassur- 
ing influence trim young stewardesses 
would exercise on air-bound passen- 
gers. What male passenger, for in- 
stance, would dare to show fear in 
the clouds when uniformed girls went 
bravely about their business 20,000 
feet above the earth? 

A bit skeptical, United crossed its 
fingers but agreed to give the revolu- 
tionary proposal a workout. Ellen -re- 
cruited seven other nurses. They were 
the pioneers, first airline hostesses. 

Thanks to them, there now are 
charming young woman like Dorothy 
Bohanna, first of her sex to cross the 
Atlantic Ocean by air in both war 
and peace. It was Dorothy who 
made the women of Ireland slacks- 
conscious, who roped a queen (Wil- 
helmina of The Netherlands) to her 
seat and flew nightly under the stars 
with Humphrey Bogart. 

There’s Mary Ellen O'Connor, 
“flyingest woman in the world,” who 
has racked up a record-breaking 2,- 
500,000 miles in the air between Chi- 
cago and New York. And Selma 
Tilker, whose more than 8,000 hours 
in the air add up to the equivalent 
of 333 days and make her literally a 
girl out of this world. Selma re. 
members Jack Dempsey as the most 
popular passenger she ever carried, 
outranking such hostages to fame as 
Robert Taylor and Tyrone Power. 


Altogether, airlines in this coun- 
try employ some 2,000 of these 
stewardesses today. 

Even Eastern Airlines, which be- 
latedly adopted a partial stewardess 
system in 1933 and dropped it in favor 
of an all-male-attendant system in 
1934, has recruited the feminine ranks 
again. In 1942, threatened by a short- 
age of personnel owing to the draft, 
the airline supplemented stewards 
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with stewardesses on a 50-50 basis. 
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Before the war, the horizons 
which hemmed in these daughters 
of the skies were those of the con- 
tinental United States, but today 
with the feverish competition for 
world routes at least 150 girls are 
boarding planes for England, Ireland, 
Sweden, Holland, France, Germany, 
Africa, South America, the Belgian 
Congo, and soon, India. And 12 
foreign lines have stewardesses. 

The ever-improving safety factor 
involved in sky travel has been in- 
strumental, too, in influencing girls 
into the stewardess profession. In 1930 
airlines of the United States had the 
dismal record of 28.57 passengers 
killed for each 100,000,000 miles trav- 
eled. The latest compilations, in 1944, 
show that only 2.12 passengers met 
death for each 100,000,000 miles flown. 

The iron-clad requirement that air 

hostesses be nurses was melted in 
the stress of war, and today United 
alone estimates 65 per cent of its 
stewardesses are former schoo] 
teachers. But the other requirements 
remain in force: A 
state of single 
blessedness, some- 
thing approaching 
physical perfection, 
a sublime disposi- 
tion, and gradua- 
tion from a Six- 
weeks training 
course in meteor- 
ology, civil air regu- 
lations, flight in- 
struments, engin- 
eering, first aid, 
ticketing, trip plan- 
ning, clothes and 
posture, the an- 
swers to questions 
like what keeps a 
plane up and why, 
and acquired skills 
like diapering ba- 
bies and decipher- 
ing diplomats. 

Add to this the 
requirements _ that 
stewardesses be he- 
tween 21 and 28, 
from five feet two 
to five feet seven 
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in height and weigh 
not more than 126 
pounds, and you'll 
begin to understand 
how these hostesses got that way. 
Dorothy Bohanna, the Brooklynite 
who serves American Overseas Air- 
lines, holds the record for overseas 
hops. Since her first pioneering 
flight from LaGuardia Field to Ire- 
land in 1942, she has crossed the At- 
lantic 100 times and piled up 1,000,- 
000 miles in 3,200 hours of flying. 
Hard on Dorothy’s heels is her 
roommate, Margaret Siegfried, who 
has made 80 crossings and grown so 
accustomed to celebrities that it dis- 
turbed her composure 
not a bit when she re- 
cently was handed, for 
her human cargo, the en- 
tire UNO site-selecting 
committee. 
It was Dorothy and 
Margaret who put the 
women of Ireland in 
pants. “When we first

appeared on the streets of Shannon 
in slacks,” grinned Dot, “shocked na- 
tives would whisper and stare. Kids 
shouted, ‘Look, she’s got on her bro- 
ther’s pants!’ On each trip we noticed 
that the whispers were less frequent, 
the slacks more so. Now you See 
them all the time.” 

If the law of averages holds good 
Dorothy and Margaret and 
many of their sister steward- 
esses soon will be leaving the 
romance of the skies for the 
more authentic type designed 
by Dan Cupid. 

More than anything else, it is 
marriage which thins the ranks of 
the carefully-trained skymaids. 
American Airlines, for instance, esti- 
mates it has lost 1,500 girls in 10 years 
to earth-bound romance. Other lines 
can cite comparable figures. 

Of the original elght stewardesses 
who took to the air back in 1930, only 
Ellen Church, who won three medals 
in the European Theatre as an Army 
nurse, still is flying. 

And even then it took a war to 
bring her out of her retirement. 

, There'll come a time whén she, 
too, will doff the wings she won for 
her generation, but succeeding gen- 
erations of trim, eager and starry- 
eyed young women always will be 
grateful to Ellen Church for the com- 
plete fulfilment of that promise she 
saw in the skies,

HAT evening, Eno Campbell, a silver fox 
farmer and retired banker, and Mrs. Campbell 
visited friends in Morristown, N.J. He had di- 
rected his chauffeur, Jim Murdock, to return at 
11. Murdock left the Campbell home near Ber- 
nardsville, seven miles from Morristown, at 10:30. 

En route, he passed a deserted stretch of 
snow-covered woods a few miles outside Bernards- 
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ville. He noticed a car parked by a deserted shack. 
Murdock picked up his employers and they 
headed for home. As they approached the de- 
serted shack they saw on their right a flare of 
fire. They pulled up and jumped out, with Camp- 
bell in the lead. 
“It’s a log!” he shouted. “Some kids probably—” 
Then the others heard him utter 
a horrified cry. The thing that was 
burning was the body of a woman! 
She lay with her feet against the 
clapboards of the shack, her head 
toward the woods to the rear. A 
light wind blew the flames away 
from her face over her body. Part 
of the clothing had already been 
consumed, 


The Campbells and Murdock 
quickly piled snow over the body. 
The fire burned as though some sort 
of fuel had been poured over the 
clothing. Finally they got it out. 

“She’s dead, of course,” Campbell 
muttered. 

He was wrong, though. The 
woman was still breathing as they left her and 
drove off to Bernardsville a mile and a half away. 

The first police officer they met was Carroll 
Kavanaugh. He returned with them. 

As they neared the scene, they again saw a 
flare of fire. The human torch was ablaze again! 
Again they piled snow over the body, then lifted 
it into the car and drove to All Souls Hospital, 
where they learned that the woman, frightfully 
burned about the body and legs, was still alive. 

She did not die for several hours. Several times 
the lips moved. Just before the end, the blue eyes 
regarded Dr. Bart M. James with a look that 
signified she wanted to tell him something. No 
words came, and she breathed her last at 4 a.m. 

James Gillespie read a newspaper description 
of the victim and of her clothing, then phoned 
Mary Brown at her home in Fort Lee, N. J. 
She identified the body as that of her aunt the 
next morning, Wednesday, Feb. 23. 

It was Margaret Brown’s 41st birthday. 

The autopsy, performed by Dr. 

A. A. Lawton and Somerset Coun- 
ty Physician George L. Mack, 
showed that death apparently had 
been caused by shock and burns, 
or’ possibly by smoke suffocation. 
The body bore no marks of blows, 
they said, and there had been no 
internal injuries. 


Investigators under Prosecutor 
Francis L. Bergen learned of the 
man who had been phoning Miss 
Brown, and assumed that he must 
have been her murderer. No one 
had seen him, no one even knew 
his name. 

On Thursday a very extraor- 
dinary thing happened: Borough 
Marshal Tom Perry of Bernards- 
ville received a letter in which 
were enclosed the two $1,000 bonds 
and the $500 bill! 

The letter had been mailed in 
Newark on Tuesday afternoon, be- 
fore any identification had been 
published. It read: 


“I am. writing this letter and 
sending you the bonds of Miss 
Brown, knowing you will take care 
of them before anyone else gets 
them. I am very remorseful. I 
have been drinking. I met Miss 
Brown in Buffalo and then again 
in Newark two years ago. I left 
Newark at 4:15 on Monday and 
reached New York at 7:15 and 
met Miss Brown. I had two bot- 
tles of wine and we both drank 
some. 

“I drove out to Lovers’ Lane, 
where there was a large car 
parked. I drove around until the 
car had gone and then I pulled up 
there. I tried to take advantage of 
her. I hit her on the head and she 
fell. Thinking I had killed her, 
I took gasoline from my car and 
poured it over her, lighting it and 
then drove away. 

“T drove through Bernardsville, 
where I threw the rest of the stuff 
in the river. This was all the 
money she had. And drove around 
and slept in the car for the rest of the night. I 
drove to Newark the next morning where I am 
hiding. I have a good car and new tires and I 
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am starting out. God knows where—-to hell, I 
suppose—and by the time you get this letter I 
shall have a good start on you. 

“I am going to go until my money gives out, 
and when I am caught I have something with me 
to end it all before they can do anything. 
Au revoir. 

“P. S. I asked her to marry me and she said 
she would not marry a poor man. I told her 
I had studied for a. doctor.” 

The police believed this letter had 
been written by the killer, but did 
not believe his statements. 


New Jersey’s “torch murder,” as 
it came to be called, filled the news 
columns of the nation. Ace detec- 
tives of New Jersey and New York 
tried in vain to solve the mystery. 
All the investigators could uncover 
was the fact that Miss Brown had 
checked her trunks at Grand Cen- 
tral Terminal, apparently in expec- 
tation of going away on a honey- 
moon. They could not find one sin- 
gle person who had seen the couple. 


ITH the hunt at a standstill, a 

second letter from the elusive 
killer reached the Somerset authorities. Made 
public on Feb, 29, it read: 

“I am here. You should not keep looking for 
me, as I am staying with friends and may go 
away any minute. I have a nice looking and nice 
tasting bottle containing HgCl2 which I will take 
if you get near me. I am not going to be burned 
in hell by your famous Jersey Justice. 

“From——?” 

The note, written in pencil, had been mailed 
from a town—not revealed by the police—in Long 
Island. The symbols HgCl2 constitute the chemi- 
cal formula for bichloride of mercury. 

There have been other torch murders since, 
but this was the first, and it never has been 
solved. Margaret Brown had been too secretive, 
and she lost her life. One might say that, in a 
sense, she was an accessory before the fact.

long as I have children to look after.” 

When Margaret Brown uttered those words, 
shortly after her birthday in February, 1926, they 
sounded like a renunciation. But her tone was 
wistful; in her heart of hearts she did not mean 
that romance could no longer overtake her, Events 
were to prove that. 

This gentle governess, destined to be the cen- 
tral character in one of the most poignant mys- 
teries of our time, had come to New York from 
Buffalo, had done well in her jobs, and also 
saved quite a bit of money. Children loved her; 
grownups put their trust in her. 

Then a thing happened that swept her out of 
the hopelessness that had developed during lonely 
years of living in other people’s houses and tend- 
ing other people’s youngsters. 

It happened in December, 1926. The first sug- 
gestion of the event came when she informed her 
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niece, Mary Brown, that she had a fall 
and that “the loveliest gentleman” had 
picked her up and taken her home in 
his car. 

“Who is he?” the niece inquired. “Where does 
he live? What does he look like?” 

Margaret smiled a quiet, secretive smile. 
“Never you mind, young woman!” she said. 

In the spring of 1927, she entered the employ 
of the James Park Gillespies as governess for 
their five-year-old daughter, Jeanne. During that 
year she received telephone calls occasionally 
from a man who never volunteered his name 
either to the Gillespies or to the other employes in 
the Gillespie home on Park ave, at 89th st. 

On Monday, Feb. 20, 1928, Miss Brown suddenly 
announced that she would have to give up her 
position immediately. Her sister, Amelia, had 
fallen ill in California and she would have to

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hasten there at once and take care of her. Gil- 
lespie pleaded with her to reconsider. He tried 
various arguments, then saw that she was not 
to be dissuaded. The conversation turned to salary 
owed her, to money she would need for her trip. 
Margaret mentioned that she intended to draw 
out all her savings. 

“Do you think that wise?” Gillespie asked.

She packed her trunks and sent them off.

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Both Ragen and Letendre had defied the Syn- 
dicate. They had refused to split their receipts 
with the murderous mob made up of remnants 
of Capone's old Chicago gang, now bent upon 
transforming a potentially clean sport, racing, 
into the most fantastically profitable racket the 
country has ever known. The defiance put them 
on the spot. 

Ragen’s service, a vast, legitimate, nation- 
wide enterprise, provides racing information to 
newspapers, news services and bookmakers. 
Established by the late Moses Annenberg, of 
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Chicago, it has been earried on and greatly ex- 
panded by Ragen since Annenberg's death. 

Ragen has no interest in or direct connection 
with the handbooks, but he is the country’s big 
figure in the transmission of racing news, the 
morning line, late odds, description of races from 
the press stand, outcome of the races, the payoff 
prices. 

He’s the man behind the announcer whose 
flat. nasal voice grinds out of the loudspeakers 
in thousands of handbooks, and his is the service 
which is one of the few greatest users of leased 
wires in the nation. 


ORSE racing’s present hoom—with one record- 

breaking day at the track following another— 
makes the service a more valuable property than 
ever before. The Syndicate couldn’t overlook 
that. It has a racing news service of its Own, 
tapping Ragen’ wires and pirating the informa- 
tion, but it has wanted control, too, of Ragen's 
great business. So it decided to correct the

season. In 


the situation as Ragen prepared to 
Chicago last winter for the Florida racing 
the Hotel Chicagoan, two of the Syn- 
chiefs waited for him. 
Jack Guzik, called “The Greasy 
Thumb.” because he handles the outfit's money 
and negotiates Its contracts. 

He's so valuable to the Syndicate that, when 
he was kidnaped in 1944, he was ransomed for a 
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sum estimated from $100,000 to $250,000. 

The other conferee was Murray Humphreys, 
once listed as Chicago's Public Enemy No. 1, 
known as “The Camel,” and said to be in charge 
of protection which the Syndicate affords. When 
he was sentenced for income tax evasion in 1934, 
he said, “When I get out, I’m going straight,” 
but he meant “straight back to the Syndicate.” 

This pair waited in the hotel for Ragen for a 
strictly business reason. They had a proposition. 

Ragen’s service is the Continental Press, and 

its customers include bookie information 

services. That sub-service in the Chicago 

area is the Midwest Racing News, which 
buys racing information from 
Continental and sells it direct- 
ly to the handbooks. 


It was about Midwest Rac- 
ing News that the pair wanted 
to talk with Ragen. They 
wanted, they said, a 40 per 
cent interest in it. 

“No,” Ragen said. “Abso- 
lutely no.” 

He knew Syndicate interest 
in the business would mean 

an effort to remove 
it from its legitimate 
status. He knew the 
Syndicate would like 
to control all racing 
information distribu- 
tion, and turn the busi- 
ness crooked, for rac- 
ing offers opportuni- 
ties even greater than 
prohibition did. 


“Humphreys told 
me he would see that 
I had plenty of pro- 
tection and that no- 
body would operate 
unless O.K.’d by~ the 
three of us,” Ragen 
said later. “I told 
him and Guzik I 
wasn’t interested in 
any proposition and 
after fighting for 
everything I’ve got in 
my 65 years on earth, 

I didn’t think I 
needed anyone 
to protect me 
now. 
“By the time 
this appears in 
The American 
Weekly, I may 
be pushing up 
daisies, but I’m 
not going to let 
any hoodjlums 
tell me to move 
over and take 
my legitimate 
business away 
from me!” 
That was as 
far as the Syn- 
dicate went 
with negotia- 
tions. Ragen 
sat back, and waited. In April he got a definite 
idea of how the mob felt. 

While he was out, the telephone in his home 
rang, and his wife answered. As she listened to 
a strange voice, she said later, she grew cold 
with terror. The voice, level and terrible, said 
to her: 

“Tell your old man to get out of the racing 
business or we'll send him home in a coffin!” 

When she gave the message to Ragen, he 
raged. “Get out of business?” he said. “I won't 
budge.” 

He went on with business as usual, but he kept 
a wary eye out for cars that might be trailing 
him, and a few days later he saw one that made 
him suspicious. As he drove out of his driveway, 
a blue-black coupe, parked across the street, be- 
gan to follow him. He picked up speed, and so 
did the blue-black coupe. ‘Then it became a break- 
neck race, with Ragen managing to keep ahead 
all the way to the- Morgan Park police station. 
There he drew up; the pursuing car sped away, 
and Ragen went inside to report the whole epl- 
sode to Lt. Mike Nevill, at the desk. 

tagen knew then he was marked for death. 
He knew also who meant to get him. He went 
to the office of Willlam F. Crowley, first assist- 
ant to the State’s Attorney, and dictated a long 
statement, which wasn’t released until after he 
was shot in June.

to wait for a light in State Street, Chicago, at the 
corner of Pershing Road. Behind Ragen’s car 
was that of his bodyguards, Walter Pelletier, a re- 
tired policeman, and Marty Walsh. 

As they waited, a emall delivery truck, laden 
with crates and partly covered by a tarpaulin, 
drew alongside Ragen, at the right. The tar- 
paulin was lifted. The barrels of sawed-off shot- 
guns appeared. The guns opened fire. 

Ragen, hit, slumped over the wheel. The 
mobsters kept on firing. Then the bodyguards 
got into action. Pelletier, the retired policeman, 
tried to use his shotgun, but said later he couldn't 
because it jammed. His companion, Walsh, re- 
turned the gunmen’s fire. But they escaped. 


HE shooting produced a series of investigations, 

with police seeking Humphreys and Guzik, 
and two other hoodlums, Tony Accardo and 
Hymie Levin. Then the State’s Attorney's office 
released the statement which Ragen had made 
to it after the day his car was chased to the 
doors of the police station. The statement told 
in detail how the Syndicate had tried to muscle in 
on his racing news service. 

When Ragen had made it, he had said he had 
reason to believe he would be siain, and after he 
signed it he explained to friends: 

‘I’m not going to be intimidated. If they kill 
me, I have six children—three of them sons— 
and they’re pledged to take over the business.” 

Letendre was another kind of operator, but 

he had the same enemy—the Syndicate. Con- 
fronted by its grab at the gold mine which was 
his Florida casino, he defied it, as Ragen did, 
and it answered with gunfire. 
. He may well have foreseen the Syndicate’s 
decision to muscle in on his. gaming rooms in 
Papa Boucher’s secluded club, La Boheme, off the 
highway on the shore of Florida’s inland water- 
way at Hallandale, in Broward County. The 
Syndicate regards Broward County territory as 
its own, and until two seasons a0 the Colonial 
Inn and Greenacres, fabulous as Hollywood sets, 
were the great night spots there. 

Letendre and Papa Boucher changed that. 
Ia Boheme, two seasons ago, began to sinhon 
off some of the gold flood streaming down from 
the North (just as did the swank Brook Club, in 
Dade County, described recently in The American 
Weekly’s article on the free speech case which 
brought the Brook’s name before the United 
States Supreme Court). 

In La Boheme, during the first season, two 
years ago, the profits were not high, but Letendre

“We're buying into the casino—as of now,” 
the voice said.

He told the voice 
to go back to the Syndicate and say it would 
never cut in on him. | 

Leaving the telephone, he walked directly to 
the gaming room. He told the patrons what 
confronted him. He announced he was closing 
the place rather than give in to the mob

open defiance thus easily? It wouldn’t—or didn't 
_kill in_its own Broward County, Florida, but 
would it even the score once a foe was far away?

It was the 
depth of winter and I was snowed in for four days, 
without even a bed to sleep on. My dogs were stolen 
and people prowled around the house at night. I 
was cold, hungry, penniless, at my wits’ ends when 
there came a heavy knock on the door.
